Educator Says Poorer Classes Are

The poorer classes of the nation axe slowly starving to death without 


realizing it, Prof. William F. Ogbora of Columbia university testified 
recently in the stock yards wage hearing before Federal Judge Akchuler 
m Chicago. 
Professor Ogburn offered figures to show the vitality of 


many of the present generation is ao low there is little hope for a third 
generation. 


"What is the minimum wage necessary for the present generation to 


assure a third generation?" he was aeked. 


"Not less than $1,550 or $1,600," was the answer. 
Professor Ogburn made his survey of more than 4,000 families in 


every part of the country and arrived at his conclusions after exhaustive 
comparisons of living costs in 18 typical cities. He was called as an 
«2pert for the workers. 


In the 4,000 families it was discovered that the head of each honse 


bought a straw hat every three years for an average of $2.19 and one felt 
iiat every two years at an average of $2.70. The minimum comfort wage 
necessary to keep a family from suffering from =Jow starvation he fixed at 
$1,900 to $2,000. 


The minimum salary upon "which the family of five could barely 


subsist is $1,550 to $1,600, compared to $1,385 in October, 1918. 


The average expenses of the 4,000 families for entertainment was-: 
Movies, $5.03; concert?, $1.09; newspapers, 85 cents; postage, Si.65; 


magazines, 30 cents. 


Profe?sor Ogburn said the cost oi living had increased 73 per cent 


since the spring of 1917 and 8 per cent since Jane, 1TJ19.

“What is the minimum wage necessary for the present generation to 
assure a third generation?1’ he was asked. 


"Not less than $1,550 or $1,600,” was the answer. 
Professor Ogbura made his survey of more than 4,000 families in 
every part of the country and arrived at his conclusions after exhaustive 
comparisons of living costs in 18 typical cities. 
He was called as an 
«xpert for the workers. 


In the 4,000 families it was discovered that the head of each house 
bought a straw hat every three years for an average of $2.19 and one felt 
liat every two years at an average of $2.70. The minimum comfort wage 
necessary to keep a family from suffering from slow starvation lie fixed at 
$1,900 to $2,000. 


The minimum salary upon which the family of five could barely 
subsist is $1,550 to $1,600, compared to $1,385 in October, 1918. 


The average expenses of the 4,000 families for entertainment was: 
Movies, $5.03; concerts, $1.09; newspapers, 85 cents; postage, $1.65; 
‘magazines, 30 cents. 


Professor Ogbura said the cost oi living had increased 73 per cent 
eincc the spring of 1917 and 8 per cent since June, 1919.

Prof, George M. Tumin. of Iowa Uni­ 
versity, In a bulletin called the “Nest­ 
ing H abits of Hens*’ gives a prominent 
place to the “Use of Nest Eggs.”

starts out with the statem ent that no 
data 
had 
been 
established 
as 
to 
whether the nest egg Influenced biddy 
or not. He made a careful test, placing 
40 hens in a house and prepared 16 
nests for them, some with China eggs, 
others hen product, and others again 
with no nest eggs. The result of bid­ 
dy's choice was 214 fresh eggs in the 
China bait, 21)0 in the natural attrac­ 
tion and 108 in the nests with no cam­ 
ouflage, showing .35, .47, and .17 per 
cent respectively. 
The conclusion is 
that hens likc^nefjt eggs and prefer the 
natural one.

Origin of Jury System 
Attributed to Peoples 
of European Countries 


The exact origin of 
jury system 
Is not known with certainty, It having 
been attributed to different European 
peoples which a t an early period de­ 
veloped methods of trial somewhat 
sim ilar to the early jury trials in Eng­ 
land. Trial by battle was ca?t in thc 
background by the Norman conquer­ 
ors when the Norman Institution of 
recognition 
by sworn 
inquest was 
adopted. The Curia Resrfs, or King’s 
court, directed the sheriff to select 
four knights of the county by whom 
12 knights were selected, to serve as 
recognitors. 
A fter being duly sworn 
they inquired into the facts of*inter­ 
est to the new rulers of England which 
might be subject to public Inquiry, 
such as m atters affecting taxation. 


Suitors in cases affecting the title 
of real estate, as early as the reign 
of Henry H, 1154 to 1189. applied to 
the king’s court for recognitors whose 
verdict, if unanimous, was accepted 
as conclusive. 


Originally the jury was selected be­ 
cause of tlieir knowledge of the peo­ 
ple, locality and customs and thereby 
passing upon the facts from a more 
intimate knowledge of them. 
During 
the reign of Henry IV, the jury was 
instructed to judge the facts upon the 
evidence submitted to It, which is the 
single function of the jury of modern 
practice.—Kansas City Star.

condition. Many of the refugees made 
their way across Serbjia in makeshift 
garments of burlap bags, which had 
contained American food sent to re­ 
lieve their hunger.

Most fam ­ 
ilies have been deprived of their wage- 
earners by death. The mother is now 
obliged to support herself and chil­ 
dren on what she can procure on a 
farm stripped of its machinery and 
tools.

Hans Christian Andersen, styled the 


children's poet, was a celebrated Dan- 
sh writer, born at Odense In 1S05 and 
died at Copenhagen after a brief Ill- 
ness, August 4, 1875.

should accompany genius combined 
with old age. As the child of poor, 
shiftless parents, he had little Instruc- 
tion and few associates, but his dra- 
matic Instinct was developed by Fon- 
taine and the Arabian Nights, and the 
visit of a theatrical company to his 
native city led him to seek hJs dra- 
matic fortune In Copenhagen, where 
tor four years he worked diligently 
>ut produced nothing of note. In 1835 


essayed the "Fairy Tales," by which 


he was to receive world wide recogni- 
tion. The classic "Tlnderbox" and "Big 
21aus and Little Claus," are also of

Fondant.—This recipe 


has appeared before as 


candy foundation, but makes very sat- 
isfactory frosting. 
Use four cupfuls 


of sugar, one cupful of water and one 
tfiblespoonful of glucose. 
Boil until 


the sirup makes a soft ball when drop- 
lied in \\«ter. Set away to cool; when 
cc'ol enough to bear the finger, stir 
until creamy. Put into a jar or bowl, 
cover \\ith waxed paper and let stand 
until wanted. Take out what will be 
needed for icing, melt it over hot wa- 
ter, add flavoring, coloring or chocolate 
ami spread on tlie cakes. 


Another Frosting.—Use confection- 


ers' sugar and milk or cream. To two 
cupfuls of sugar add a tublespoonful 
of cream, adding a few drops more tin 
til soft enough to spread. Try it on a 
small cake until of tlie right consist- 
ency; use what is needed and cover 
the rest, setting it in a cool place 
where it will not dry out. It will keep 
for three weeks or longer. 


Bachelor's Buttons.—Hub together 


four tablespoonfuls of butter and ten 
tahlespoonfuls of flour. Divide ten ta 
blespoonfuls of sugar; stir five into the 
flour nnd the other five into two well- 
bpatcu eggs; flavor with anise and 
add to the flour mixture. Make into 
small walnut-sized balls, place on a 
buttered baking sheet and bake in a 
hot oven. Dip in fondant and sprinkle 
with nuts. 


Sunshine Cake.—Take tlie whites of 


eight eggs and the yolks of six. one 
cupful of flour, one teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, salt and vanilla. Beat 
the yolks until thick, add vanilla; heat 
the whites until foamy, then add the 
cream of tartar; finish beating, until 
stiff; add the sugar, a little at a time, 
then add yolks and fold in the flour 
Bake forty-five minutes in a moderate 
oven.

SALADS AND S A N D W IC H E S 
FO R

A sandwich is never out of season, 
for it i> the substantial part of a meal 


at 
whatever time 


or 
place 
it 
is 
served. 


If one desires a 
Innrr quantity of 
filling 
for 
sand* 
wiohes, the follow­ 
ing recipn will be 
a good one to fol­ 
low. 
It may he easily divided. 
The 
dressing may he used un potato or uih- 
or vegetable salads; 


Chcece Sandwich Filling.-Mlx to- 
getluT onr cupful of sour cream, three 
eggs, one tablespoonful of butter, one 
tablespoonful of sugar, a few grains 
of cayenne, one teaspoonful of mus­ 
tard and one tenspoonful of salt. Beat 
all together in a double boiler until the 
eggs are broken; set over hot water 
and stir until it begins to thicken. Add 
hree tahlespoonfuls of vinegar, hot, to 
the cream mixture. 
When cooked un­ 
til It coats the spoon, set aside to cool. 
Put one and one-half pounds of cheese, 
two green poppers and two sweet red 
peppers through a meat chopper. Mix 
together, and add enough of the dress- 
fnj; to make the mixture spread easily, 
t’so on thiu slices of bread. 


Cream Cheese Filling.—Cream two 
small rroam cheeses, add gradually 
one tablespoonful of butter and one- 
fourth of a cupful of orange juice. 
When well blended, add half a cupful 
of chopped pimentoes, one cupful of 
chopped walnut meats and one-half 
*enspoonful of salt. 
Mix well and 
spread on hutto*vd graham bread. 


Onion Sandw)chcs.—Chop fine a Ber­ 
muda or Spanish onion, and mix with 
a little well-seasoned French dressing. 
Spread on buttered bread and serve 
for Sunday night sandwiches (after 
chur-h). 


Carrot and Nut Sandwiches.—Mix 
together one-half cupful each of ground 
carrots and nuts (peanuts, walnuts or 
Imrans may be used). 
Add one-half 
toj.spoonful 
of salt, one-half tahle- 
spoonful of olive oil, one teaspoonful 
of lemon juiee. 
Mix thoroughly and 
spread 011 slices of buttered bread. 


Pressed Egg and Ham Sandwiches. 
—('hop line six hard-cooked eggs, one 
green onion and one-half a green pep­ 
per. Mix with one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and one tablespoonful of prepared 
mustard. 
Place half of the mixture 
In a small, greased pan. Press down, 
then *.uld a layer of chopped ham, using

Finish with the rest of the 
egg m ixture; pour over two tablespoon­ 
fuls of soup stock and place in a cool 
place until molded enough to slice.

be ready for use: 
Fondant.—This reclp* 
"•■■■i“ 11"“ has appeared before as 
candy foundation, but makes very sat­ 
isfactory frosting. 
Use four cupfuls 
of sugar, one cupful of water and one 
tablespoonful of glucose. 
Roil until 
the sirup makes a soft ball when drop­ 
ped In water. fcSet away to cool; when 
ceol enough to bear the finger, stir 
until creamy. 
Put Into a jar or bowl, 
cover with waxed paper and let stand 
until wunted. 
Take out what will be 
needed for icing, melt it over hot wa­ 
ter. add flavoring, coloring or chocolate 
and spread on the cakes. 


Another Frosting.— Use confection­ 
ers sugar and milk or cream. To two 
cupfuls of sugar add a tablespoonful 
of cream, adding a few drops more un 
tii soft enough to spread. Try it on a 
small cake until of the right consist 
ency; use what is needed and cover 
the rest, setting It ln a cool place 
where it will not dry out. It will keep 
for three weeks or longer. 


Bachelor's 
Buttons.—Rub 
together 
four tabiespooufuls of butter and ten 
tablespoonfuls of flour. Divide ten ta 
blespoonfuis of sugar; stir flye into the 
flour and the other five into two well 
beaten eggs; flavor with anise and 
add to the flour mixture. 
Make Into 
small walnut-sized bails, place on a 
buttered baking sheet and bake in a 
hot oven. Dip in fondant and sprinkle 
with nuts. 


Sunshine Cake.—Take the whites of 
eight eggs and the yolks of six, one 
cupful of Hour, one teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, salt and vanilla. Beat 
the yolks until ‘hick, add vanilla, beat 
the whites until foamy, then add the 
cream of tartar; finish beating, until 
stiff; add the sugur, a little at a time, 
then add yolks and fold in the flour 
Bake forty-live minutes in a moderate 
oven.

Let the Boy Make a Pet of the Family Cow. 
This Animal Produced in One 
Year Nearly a Ton and a Half (2,903 Pounds) of Milk, Which Tested 
5.6 Per Cent Butterfat. 


FAMILY COW AS 
FOOD PRODUCER 


One Good Animal Will Keep Fam­ 
ily of Five Supplied With 
Dairy Products. 


RIGHT FEED AND ATTENTION 


Permanent 
Pasture 
of 
Best 
Grass 
Available Should Be Provided— 
Profitable 
Feeding 
Requires 
Knowledge of the Cow. 


One good dairy cow properly fed 
will supply all the milk that is needed 
by the average family. A cow pro­ 
ducing on the average of two gallons 
of mille each day will supply a family 
of five with one gallon of whole milk, 
which is about three glasses for each 
person, and there will be enough milk 
left to make one-half pound of butter 
daily—sufiicient for the family. 
Such 
a family cow will also furnish approx­ 
imately three-quarters of a pound of 
cottage cheese, which is a mcst pala­ 
table meat substitute when it is prop­ 
erly made. 
As a meat and muscle 
builder it is fully equal in the human 
diet to meat, pound for pound. Then 
there will be about three quarts of 
buttermilk and whey which can be 
used for bread making. 


The feeding of a dairy cow should 
be governed by the cow’s capacity to 
produce milk. Owners of dairy herds, 
who have kept a dally record of each 
cow’s production, have found that 
some cows respond to an increased 
allowance of feed and return a good 
profit on it, while others are limited 
in milk rapacity and overfeeding them 
is unprofitable. Profitable feeding re­ 
quires a knowledge of the cow as well 
as of the values of feeds. 


A permanent pasture of from one 
to two acres of the best grass uvi ii- 
able should be provided for the family 
cow if possible. Some shade and fresh, 
clean water are always desirable in 
the pasture. 
For winter feeding the 
United States department of agricul­ 
ture gives the following general rulest 


1. Under most circumstances the 
cow should be fed all the roughage 
tlmt she will eat up clean, adjusting 
the grain ration to tho milk produc­ 
tion. Only when the cow tends to be­ 
come overfat should the quantity of 
roughage be restricted. 


2. A grain mixture should be fed in 
the proportion of one pound to each 
three pints or pounds of milk pro­ 
duced daily by the cow, except in the 
cuso of a cow producing a ilow of 40 
pounds or more, when the ration can 
be ono pound to each three and one- 
half or four pounds of milk. An even 
better rule is one pound of grain each 
day for every pound of butterfat pro­ 
duced by the cow during the week, 


3. Feed all the cow will respond to 
In milk production. When she begins 
to put on flesh cut down the grain, 


Feed Balanced Rations. 


For the most profitable milk produc­ 
tion the cow must be fed a balanced 
ration at the cheapest price such ra* 
tion can be provided. 
J3y balanced 
ration is meant the combination of 
such a proportion of nutrients and In 
such quantities as the cow requires to 
maintain her bodily functions and as 
she can utilize in the production of 
milk. 
These nutrients are clashed 
as protein, carbohydrates and fats. 
Protein is one of the principal constit­ 
uents of milk; fats and carbohydrates 
perform much the same functions, 
that is, produce energy and heat, and 
in the balancing of a ration are usti- 
, 


alJy classed together* 
If the cow is llshed. 
given a ration containing an excess of 
either element, the excess is liable to 
he wasted; hence the economical im­ 
portance of a balanced ration. 


Cora .silage, corn stover, timothy

tho common grasses, straws of the va­ 
rious cereals, and cottonseed hulls 
may all be classed as low in protein 
content, while legume hays, such as 
alfalfa, 
the 
clovers, 
cowpeas, soy 
beans, and oat and pea, are classed 
as roughage high in protein. 


Compounding a Grain Mixture. 


A few simple rules for making up a 
grain mixture are given briefly below: 


1. Make up the mixture to fit the 
roughage available. 
With roughage 
entirely of the low-protein class the 
grain should contain approximately 
from 18 to 22 per cent of protein, while 
with exclusively high-protein roughage 
the grain ration need contain only 
about 13 to 1G per cent. 


2. Select grains that furnish the 
various constituents, especially pro­ 
tein, at the least cost, using home­ 
grown grains if possible. 


3. Be sure that the mixture is light 
and bulky. 


4. The mixture should be palatable. 
5. See that the grain has the proper 
physiological effect upon the cow. 


The family cow should be provided 
with a dry, well-lighted stall, which 
should be cleaned daily. 
Every two 
or three weeks it is a good practice 
to scatter slaked lime about the floor 
of the stall, which will aid in keeping 
the place dry and prevent the growth 
of harmful germs. 
The stall should 
be kept well bedded with straw, saw­ 
dust or other such material that will 
absorb the moisture and make the cow^ 
comfortable. The cow's comfort should 
alwaj'S be kept foremost in the mind 
of the owner, as it is an aid to in­ 
creased milk yields. 


COW FOR EVERY FARM 
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Every farm should have at 
least one dairy cow. More may 
be kept if it is desirable or 
profitable, but there should be 
at least one cow. The farm fam­ 
ily richly deserves tho best of 
food, and from the standpoint 
of economy it should have inex­ 
pensive food. Milk produced by 
the farm cow is not expensive. 
What other animal can so well 
utilize the grass plots around 
the house and barn throughout 
the summer? 
In the winter it 
will be necessary to give her 
some commercial feed, but the 
cost on any farm will not bo 
great. Even with this the cow 
is profitable, for she produces 
milk that furnishes plenty of 
bone and muscle-building ma­ 
terial for the young people, and 
gives strength to the older mera- 
bei*s of the family. Dairy dishes 
in any form add variety to the 
meal. Milk can take the place 
of many purchased foods also 
at a/great saving in cash and 
health. Maybe there should be 
more, but surely one cow to the 
farm. 
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Parasites Cause Great Losses. 


There are thousands of species of 
parasites belonging to the animal 
kingdom already known to man, and 
new ones are continually being discov­ 
ered. 
Some of them appear to be 
quite harmless; others are most in­ 
jurious, and some produce conditions 
for which no cures have been discov­ 
ered. The loss to the live stock in­ 
dustry in the United States from ani­ 
mal parasites amounts to hundreds of 
millions of dollars every year, and in 
addition to this damage certain of 
these parasites can be transmitted 
to man, either in meat or in other 
ways. 
It was for the purpose of in­ 
vestigating such parasitic organisms 
with the view of developing methods 
of prevention, control and treatment 
that the zoological division of the bu­ 
reau of animal industry was estab-

fourth of a cupful of rice until soft; 
scald two cupfuls of milk in a double I 
•| boiler; stir a tablespoonful and a 
half of cornstarch in half a cupful 
of maple sirup and stir into the hot 
milk; when 
the mixture thickens, 
cover and let cook 15 minutes; add 
the rice well dried, with the grains 
distinct, and beat in the yolks of the 
two eggs, beaten light. 
Turn into a 
baking dish. Beat the whites of two 
, eggs very light, then beat in slowly 
one-fourth of a cupful of maple sirup 
and spread over the pudding; let it 
cook about 12 minutes in a moderate 
oven. 


Maple Sirup 
Frosting.—Put two- 
thirds of a cupful of maple sirup and 
the white of an egg into a double boil­ 
er, When the water is rapidly boiling 
in the lower part set in the sirup and 
egg; beat and cook, stirring continu­ 
ously for eight minutes. Remove from 
the water and beat until cool enough 
to spread. 
Corn sirup may be used 
instead of maple sirup, adding chopped 
figs or dates and a teaspoonful of va­ 
nilla1. 
Honey may also bo used as 
abo.ve. using one tablespoonful less of 
honey.

Average production of wheat per i n re 
in Pennsylvania during 1919 was 17.7 
bushels as compared with 18.3 last 
year, altho the aggregate yield was 
larger. Lancaster, the leading wheat 
county, went from an average of 20.5 
to 19 bushels per acre; York from 18.7 
to 15.5; Cumberland, 19 to 17.2; Ad­ 
ams 18 to 1G.5, and Franklin, 17.4 to 
16.3. 
The moth, rust and o’cher pests 
afflicted many fields in the southern 
wheat belt.

New York.—Charles H. Westoa. ac- 


tor, stage manager and moving pic- 
ture director, who sank from a posi- 
tion of wealth and fame to poverty in 
the last five years, ended his life by 
leaping from a window on the seven- 
teenth floor of the Aeolian building. 


It developed from letters in the 


man's pocket and from further inves- 
tigation that he had applied to George 
M. Cohan for a Job as a "strike break- 
er" in the actors' strike, and had re- 
ctiived a reply the following day that 
no place was open for him. There was 
an unmalled tetter to Mr. Cohan, In 
his pocket. 


The 
most 
remarkabfe 
document 


found on the dead man, however, was 
a letter addressed "to anyone inter- 
ested," which contained a justification 
for his suicide and a description of his 
feelings on the point of leaping. 


Leaves Pathetic Note. 


The letter bore the following head- 


ing: 


"How one feels Just before death 


by jumping from the eighteenth story 
of a building—by Charles II. Weston, 
just before jumping from the eight- 
eenth floor." 


The letter said: 
"Last night I saw my wife and dar- 


ling son the last time on this earth. 
It is a strange feeling to know that 
It is the last time. Something in your 
soul seems to cry. 'How wonderful 
that last kiss is!' What a coward I 
feel! Still, I know I am not a cow- 
ard. It is far bettor to die at once 
than n lingering death in an insane 
lospital, as I know I am crazy. 


"I find myself iu the most unknown 


places to me. I cannot sleep without 
hhe most hideous dreams. 


"They will be far better t>ff with- 


out me. I cannot find employment. I 
am unable to keep them. I am drag- 
ging them down.

RUSSIANS HIT BY FAMINES 


Shortages of Food Date From 1600— 
8.000.000 Persons Reduced to Star­ 
vation 
in 
Famine 
of 
1911. 


Ncrt to the proletariat of India and 
Chinn, the Russian peasant feels the 
pinch of poverty and hunger mor»1 
keenly and more frequently than any 
other, says the National Geographic 
Society. Ono of the earliest Russian 
famines on record was that of 10(H), 
with o death toll of 500.000 peasants. 
Cats, <Jogs and rats were eaten, and 
even the fstrong. overcame the weak. 
Human flesh was sold in the markets. 


Three Russian famines of recent 
date were amoeig the most severe in 
history—in 1891, 190(5 «nd 1911. 
Dur­ 
ing the ten years following the first 
of these, 
the 
government 
allotted 
nearly $125,000.000 for relief, but the 
sums were not always judiciously ex­ 
pended. In 1900 the government gave 
40 pounds of flour a month to all per­ 
sons under eightee« years old and over 
fifty-nine. 
Those between these ages 
received no allowance, and the older 
and 
younger shared their pittance 
with the others. 


The famine of 1911 extended over 
one-third the area of Europe and af­ 
fected 
30,000,000 persons, while 8,* 
000,000 were reduced to starvation. 
Weeds, tiie bark of trees and bitter 
bread made of acorns, constituted 
the chief dJet.

Educator Says. Poorer Classes Are 
Slowly Starving to Death 


The poorer classes of the nation are slowly starving to death without 
realiring it, Prof. William F. Ogbtini of Columbia tmiTersiiy testifi<icl 
recently in the stock yards wage hearing before Federal Judge Alschuler 
in Chicago, 
Professor Ogbum offered figures to show the vitality of 
many of the present generation is eo low there is little hope for a third 
generation. 


'^Tiat is the minimum wage necessary for the present generation to 
assure a third generation?^' he was asked. 


^^Not less than $1,550 or $1,600," was the answer. 
Professor Ogbum made his survey of more than 4,000 families in 
every part of the country and arrived at his conclusions after exhaustive 
comparisons of living costs in 18 typical cities. 
He was called as an 
«spert for the workers. 
^ 


In the 4,000 families it was discovered that the head of each house 
bought a straw hat every three years for an average of $2.19 and one felt 
Hat every two years at an average of $2.70. 
The minimum comfort wage 
necessary to keep a family from suffering from slow starvation he fixed at 
$1,900 to $2,000. 


The minimum salary upon which the family of five could barely 
subsist is $1,550 to $1,600, compared to $1,385 in October, 1918. 


The average expenses of the 4,000 families for entertainment was: 
Movies, $5.03; concerts, $1.09; newspapers, 85 cents; jiostage, $1,65; 
magazines, 30 cents. 


Professor Ogbum said the cost oi living had increased 73 per cent 
aincc the spring of 1917 and 8 per cent since June, 1919.

Prof. George M. Tumln. of Iowa Uni- 
versity, In a bulletin called the "Nest- 
ing Habits of Hens" give« a prominent 
place to tho "Use of Nest Eggs."

starts out with the statement that no

had 
been 
established 
as 
to 
whether the nest egg Influenced biddy 
or not. He made a careful test, placing 
40 hens In a house and prepared 16 
nests for them, some with China eggs, 
others hen product, and others again 
with no nest eggs. The result of bid- 
dy'a choice was 214 fresh eggs in the 
China bait, 290 in the natural attrac- 
tion and 108 In the nests with no cam- 
ouflage. showing .35, .47, and .17 per 
cent respectively. 
The conclusion is 
that hens Ilk^ne^t eggs and prefef the 
natural one.

Serbian Families, Once 
Rich, Now Make Homes in 
Barns and Chicken Coops 


In northern Serbia many families, 
wealthy before 
the war, have 
been 
found by oflicers of the American Re- 
lief administration and the American 
Red Cross living In stables and chicken 
coops. 


Their homes hojd been destroyed by 
the advancing or 
retreating armies. 
Now their beds were heaps of straw 
covered with burlap. 
It was all that 
remained as furniture in their once 
pretentious 
estates. 
Penniless 
and 
with jio clothing 
except what

wore, these people returned In pitiable 
condition. Many of the refugees made 
their way across Serbjia in makeshift 
garments of burlap bags, which had 
contained American food sent to re- 
lieve their hunger. 


The condition of the Serbian peas- 
ants is beyond description. 
A large 
proportion are homeless. 
Most fam- 
ilies have been deprived of their wage- 
earners hy death. 
The mother is now 
obliged to support herself and chil- 
dren on what she can procure on a 
farm stripped of its machinery and 
tools. 


Saving of Fuel to Light 


Coal Stove Fire at Top 


Altbough a coal lire nlwiiys burns 
better, especially at tho start, when 
lighted from the bottom. It has been 
found to bo much more economical of 
coal if the paper and kindling wood are 
placed abovo tho coal, says Popular 
Mechanics. 
A few small coals and 
cinders are spread over the top of tho 
kindling wood to enable a conl fire to 
be started. After Ibe top layer bi?glns 
to burn properly the fire will spread 
slowly downward if*the nir draft is 
right. 
This method secures tho most 
complete combustion because the^ases 
from tho unburned coal at the bottom 
must pass through tJie burning layer 
at tho top. and thus become completely 
burned. 
It is admittedly Jiarder to 
build and control this kind of a fire, 
but tho saving Jn fuel often justifies 
tlie extra trouble.

Origin of Jury System

The exact origin of tntf jury system

land. Trial by battle was ca?t in the 
back^rround by the Norman conquer- 
ors when the Norman institution of

inquest

The Curia Resrfs, or Kins's 
court, directed the sherifit to 
seleet 
four knights of the county by whom 
12 knights were selected, to serve as 
recognitors. 
After being duly sworn 
they inquired into the facts of*inter- 
est to the new rulers of England which 
might be subject to public inquiry, 
such as matters affecting taxation. 


Suitors in cases affecting the title 
of real estate, as early as the reign 
of Henry H, 1154 to 11S9. applied to 
the king's court for recognitors whose 
verdict, if unanimous, was accepted 
! as conclusive. 


Originally the jury was selected be- 
cause of their knowledge of the peo- 
ple, locality and customs and thereby 
passing upon the facts from a more 
intimate knowledge of them. 
During 
the relsn of Henry IV, the jury was 
instructed to judge the facts upon the 
evidence submitted to it, which is the 
single function of the jury of modem 
practice.—Kansas City Star.

Hans Christian Andersen. 


Hans Christian Andersen, styled the 
children's poet, was a celebrated Dan- 
ish writer, born at Odense In 1S05 and 
died at Copenhagen after a brief 111* 
ness, August 4, 1875. His last years 
were unharnessed by criticism and at- 
tended by all the honor and love that 
should accompany 
genius 
combined 
with old age. As the child of poor, 
shiftless parents, he had little Instrue- 
tlon and few associates, but his dra- 
matic Instinct was developed by Fon- 
taine and the Arabian Nights, and the 
visit of a theatrical company to his 
native city led him to seek his dra- 
matic fortune In Copenhagen, where 
for four years he worked diligently 
but produced nothing of note. In 1835 
he essayed the "Fairy Tales." by which 
he was to receive world wide recogni- 
tion. The classic "Tlnderbox" and "Big 
Claus and Little CJaus," are also of 
this year. A short time afterwards 
"Only a I<'iddler" gav® him a European 
reputation.

Chceco Sandwich FiUing.--Mlx to- 
gethi :- om cupful of sour cream, three 
eggs, one tahiespoonful of butter, one 
tablospoouful of sugar, a few grains 
of cayenne, one teaspoonful of mus- 
tard nud one tens]irtonfaI of salt, Uent 
all together In a double boiler until the 
eggs are broken; set over hot water 
and sti" until it begins to thicken. Add 
hree tnhlespoonfuls of vinegar, hot, to 
the cream mixture. 
When cooked un- 
til It coats tho spoon, set aside to cool. 
Put one and one-half pounds of cheese, 
two green pepjiei's and two sweet red 
peppers through a meat chopper. Mix 
(ogether, and add enough of the dress- 
fni; to make the mixture spread easily, 
Tm» on thiu sliees of bread. 


Cream Clieese Filling.—Cream 
two 
^innll eroam cheei;es, add gradually 
one tahiespoonful of butter and one- 
fourth of a cupful of orange juice. 
When well blended, add half a cupful 
of chopped pimentoes, one cupful of 
chopped walnut meats and one-half 
«enspoonfui of salt. 
AIIx well and 
«.prciul on hutte^'iHi graham bread. 


Onion Sandv^iches.—Clmp line a Ber- 
muda or S[)anish onion, and mix with 
n little well-seasoned French dressing. 
Spread on buttered bread and servo 
for Sunday night sandwiches (after 
ehur-'h). 


Carrot and Nut Sandwiches.—Mix 
io^other one-half cui)ful each of ground 
earrots and nuts (peanuts, walnuts or 
|K<ana may be used). 
Add one-half 
tej.-ipoonfui of salt, one-half 
table- 
spoiiofui of olive oil. one teaspoonful 
of lemon juitv. 
Mix thoroughly and 
spread on slices of buttered bread. 


Pressed Egg and Ham Sandwiches. 
—CMiop line six hard-cooked eggs, one 
green onion and one-half a green pep- 
per. Mix with one-half teaspoonful of 
salt and one tahiespoonful of prepared 
mustard. 
Place half of the mixture 
In a small, greased pan. Press down, 
then '.uld a layer of chopped ham. using 
one 
and 
one-half 
cupfuls, 
finely 
chopped. 
Finish with the rest of tho 
egg mixture; pour over two tablespoon- 
fuls of soup stock and place in a cool 
place until molded enough to slice.

Krostings for various cakes have 
'iot l)een the usual thing during the 


months of sugar short 
age. 
The following art- 
two desirable frostlng.s 
which may be covered 
and kept in a cool place 
for weeks and, by adding 
a 
bit 
of 
moisture 
or 
heating over water, will 
be ready for use: 


Fondant.—This 
reclp» 
iias appeared before as 
wuidy foundation, but makes very sat- 
isfactory frosting. 
Use four cupfuls 
of sugar, one cupful of water and one 
tahiespoonful of glucose. 
Boll until 
llie sirup makes a soft ball when drop- 
lu'il In Wiiter. Set away to cool; when 
ct»<jl enough to bear the finger, .stir 
until creamy. Put Into a Jar or bowl, 
cover with waxed paper and let stand 
until wanted. 
Tuiie out what will be 
needed for Icing, melt It over hot wa- 
ter. add flavoring, coloring or chocolate 
and spread on the cakes. 


Another Frosting.-—Use confectlon- 
cj|s sugar and milk or cream. To two 
c ipfuls of sugar add a tahiespoonful 
of cream, adding a few drops more un 
til soft enough to spread. Try 11 on a 
small cake until of tJie right consist 
ency; use what Is needed and cover 
the rest, setting It In a cool place 
where It will not dry out. It will keep 
for three weeks or longer. 


Bachelor's 
Buttons.—Hub 
together 
four tablespooufuls of butter and ten 
tnbie.spoonfuIs of flour. Divide ten ta 
blespouniuls of sugar; stir five into the 
flour and the other live Into two well 
beaten eggs; flavor witli anise and 
add to tho flour mixture. 
Make into 
small walnut-sl'/ed bulls, place on a 
buttered baking slieet and bake In a 
but oven. Dip In fondant and sprinkle 
with nuts. 


Sunshine Cake.—^Take tlie whites of 
eight eggs and the yolks of six, one 
eupful of flour, one teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, salt and vanilla. Beat 
the yolks until ^hlck, add vanilla, beat 
the whites until foamy, then add the 
cream of tartar; finish beating, until 
stiff; add the sugar, a little at a time, 
then add yolks and fold in tho flour 
Bake forty-live minutes in a moderate 
oven.

HAVE YOUR OWN DAIRY—KEEP A COW 


Let the Boy Make a Pet of the Family Cow. 
This Animal Produced in One 
Year Nearly a Ton and a Half (2,903 Pounds) of Milk, Which Tested 
5.6 Per Cent Butterfat. 


FAMILY COW AS 
FOOD PRODUCER 


One Good Animal Will Keep Fam- 
ily of Five Supplied With 
Dairy Products. 


RIGHT FEED AND ATTENTION 


Permanent 
Pasture 
of 
Best 
Grass 
Available Should Be 
Provided- 
Profitable 
Feeding 
Requires 
Knowledge of the Cow. 


One good diiiry cow properly fed 
ivill supply all the milk that is needed 
by the average family. A cow pro- 
ducing on the average of two gallons 
of milk each day will supply a family 
of five with one gallon of whole milk, 
which is about three glasses for each 
person, and there will be enough milk 
left to make one-half pound of butter 
daily—suillclent for the family. 
Such 
a family cow will also furnish approx- 
imately three-quarters of a pound of 
cottage cheese, which is a mcst pala- 
table meat substitute when it is prop- 
erly made. 
As a meat and muscle 
builder it is fully equal in the human 
diet to meat, pound for pound. 
Then 
there will be about three quarts of 
buttermilk and whey which can be 
used for bread making. 


The feeding of a dairy cow ^ o u l d 
be governed by the cow's capacity to 
produce milk. Owners of dairy herds, 
who have kept a dally record of each 
cow's 
production, 
have found 
that 
some cows respond to an increased 
allowance of feed and return a good 
profit on it. while others are limited 
In milk rapacity and overfeeding them 
is unprofitable. 
Profitable feeding re- 
quires a knowledge of the cow as well 
as of the values of feeds. 


A permanent pasture of from one 
to two acres of the best grass avi il- 
able should be provided for the family 
cow if possible. Some shade and fresh, 
clean water are always desirable in 
the pasture. 
For winter feeding the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture gives the following general rules i 


1. Under 
most 
circumstances 
the 
cow should be fed all the roughage 
that she v/ill eat up clean, adjusting 
the grain ration to tho milk produc- 
tion, 
Only when the cow tends to be- 
come overfat should the quantity of 
roughage be restricted, 


2. A grain mixture should be fed in 
the proportion of one pound to each 
three pints or pounds of milk pro- 
duced daily by tho cow, except in the 
case of a cow producing a fiow of 40 
pounds or more, when the mtion can 
be one pound to each three and one^ 
Imlf or four pounds of millc. An even 
better rule is one pound of grain eacJi 
day for every pound of butterfat pro- 
duced by the cow during the week. 


3. Feed all the cow will respond to 
In milk production. When she begins 
to put on fle^h cut down the grain. 


Feed Balanced Rations. 


For the most profitable milk produc- 
tion the cow must be fed a balanced 
X'atlon at the cheapest price such ra- 
tiou can be provided. 
By balanced 
ration is meant the combination of 
such a proportion of nutrients and In 
such quantities as the cow requires to 
maintain her bodily functions and as 
she can utilize in the production of 
milk, 
Tliese nutrients are clas^idfied 
as protein, carboliydrates 
and 
fats, 
l^'oieln is one of the principal constit- 
uents of milk; fats and carbohydrates 
perform much 
the 
same functions, 
that is, produce energy and heat, and 
in the balancing of a j-ation are usu- 
ally classed together. 
If the cow Is 
given a ration containing an e?ccess of 
either elenjent, tiie excess is liable to 
be wasted; hence the economical im- 
pi>riance of a balanced ration. 


Corn .silage, corn 
stover, 
timothy 
buXt ui-ti-l^it h^x^j «roMi^ lu^i -Uai's from 


the common grasses, straws of the va- ^ 
rious 
cereals, 
and 
cottonseed 
hulls' 
may all be classed as low in protein 
content, while legume hays, such as 
alfalfa, 
the 
clovers, 
cowpeas. 
soy 
beans, and oat and pea, are classed 
as roughage high in protein. 


Compounding a Grain Mixture. 


A few simple rules for making up a 
grain mixture are given briefly below: 


1. Make up the mixture to fit the 
roughage available. 
With 
roughage 
entirely of the low-protein class the 
grain tshould contain 
appi'oxlmately 
from 18 to 22 per cent of protein, while 
with exclusively high-protein roughage 
the gmin ration need contain only 
about 13 to IG per cent. 


2. Select grains that furnish the 
various constituents, 
especially 
pro- 
tein, at the least cost, using home- 
grown grains if possible. 


3. Be sure that the mixture is light 
and bulky. 


4. The mixture sliould be palatable. 
5. See that the grain has the proper 
physiological effect upon tho cow. 


The family cow should be provided 
with a dry, well-lighted stall, which 
should be cleaned daily. 
Every two 
or three weeks it is a good practice 
to scatter slaked lime about the floor 
of the stall, which will aid in keeping 
the place dry and prevent the growth 
of harmful germs. 
The stall should 
be kept well bedded with straw, saw- 
dust or other such material that will 
absorb the moisture and make the cow^ 
comfortable. The cow's comfort sliould 
always be kept foremost in the mind 
of the owner, as it is an aid to in- 
creased milk yields.

Every farm should have 
at 
least one dairy cow. 
More may 
be kept if it is desirable or 
profitable, but there should be 
at least one cow. The farm fam- 
ily richly deserves the best of 
food, and from the standpoint 
of economy it should have inex- 
pensive food. Milk produced by 
the farm cow Is nut expensive. 
What other animal can so well 
utilize the'grass plots around 
the house and barn throughout 
the summer? 
In the winter it 
will be necessary to give her 
some commercial feed, but the 
cost on any farm will not bo 
great. 
Even with this the cow 
is profitable, for she produces 
milk that furnishes plenty of 
bone and muscle-building 
ma- 
terial for the young people, and 
gives strength to the older mem- 
bers of the family.

Ear ticks, blood-sucking parasites, 
which infect the ears of cattle, horses, 
sheep, dogs and other animals and 
cause heavy losses among live stock in 
the semiarid sections of the south- 
western states, cannot ]}e eradicated 
by dipping, but may be controlled and 
losses may be prevented by injecting 
into the ears of infested animals a 
mixture of pine tar and cottonseed 
oil, 


Df-pprng Not Effective, 


Unlike the cattle fever tick, which 
attaches itself to the outside portions 
of cattle, the ear tick cannot be eradi- 
cated or controlled by the ordinary 
methods of dipping. The remedy thor- 
oughly tested by the bureau of animal 
industry in field investigations con- 
sists of two parts by volume of or- 
dinary commercial pine tar and one 
part by volume of cottonseed oil. This 
mixture Is injected directly into the 
ears by means of a metal or hard rub- 
ber syringe. 


In mixing the ingredients the cotton- 
seed oil shou.d be added to the pine 
tar and 
stirred until 
a uniformly 
smooth mixture is obtained. 
In cold 
weather the pine tar and cottonseed 
oil should be warmed so they will mix 
readily 
and flow freely, but 
they 
should not be heated more than is nec- 
essary. 


This preparation when properly ap- 
plied kills the ticks but does not injure 
the animals. Cottonseed oil is a fairly 
good solvent for ear wax, and the mix- 
ture penetrates ordinary loose masses 
of ear wax and ticks, but it will not 
penetrate the hard masses, to break 
up which the use of an ear probe made 
of baling wire is suggested. The prep- 
aration recommended not only kills 
all ear ticks with which it comes in 
contact, but being of a sticky consis- 
tency it remains in the ears and pro- 
tects the animals against reinfesta- 
tion for about 30 days.

tliem against discomfort and losses 
caused by ear ticks. 
Herds gi^azing 
on Infested ranges should be treated 
late in the fall or early in the winter 
to prevent winter and spring losses to 
poorly nourished range cattle. 
All 
animals in an infested herd should be 
treated whether or not they show in- 
festation. 


When animals are grossly infested 
and the ear canals are packed full of 
ticks the parasites are easily visible, 
but when the Infestation is light or 
moderate the ticks may be ovex'looked. 
The parasites usually attach 
them- 
selves in the deep folds of the ear or 
crawl Into the ear canal and follow it 
inward, sometimes as far as the ear 
drum. Animals badly infested usually 
shake their heads and repeatedly turn 
them from side to side, jueanwhile in- 
verting first one ear and then the 
other. 
Restraining Animals fop Treatment, 


Most animals oppose the Insertion 
of anything into their ears. The farm- 
er who has only a few gentle farm ani- 
mals to treat may tie them to a post 
or restrain them by other well-known 
methods, but in treating herds of wild 
I'ange cattle or horses special equip- 
ment, such as dehorning chutes, brand- 
I ing chutes or other cattle chutes may 
be used. 


Ear ticks are especially prevalent In 
the semiarid sections of the south- 
western area of the United States, The 
infested areas, however, extend as far 
north as 
J^evada and Oregon. 
The 
climate In parts of Texas, Oklahoma, 
New Mexico, Arizona and. California 
seems to favor their rapid multiplica- 
tion. 
The ticks remain attached to 
the ears of the animals for several 
months, and shipments of live stock 
from the Infested area to vai'ious 
points Jn the United States cause the 
parasites to become widely disseminat- 
ed, but moisture Is appai'ently detri- 
mental to their development in certain 
stages, and they do not seem to be 
able to flourish In any part of the 
United States 
except 11x9^ semiarid 
sections pf the West«» 


Forest Fire Fighting, 


secretary of agriculture in his annual 
report. 


Protection of the forests during the 
season of 1918 proved an exceptionally 
difficult task, says the secretary. 
An 
unusual strain was imposed on an or- 
ganization somewhat depleted in num- 
bers and much weakened by the loss of 
many of its most experienced men. 
Added to this Avas the diiliculty of se- 
curing good men for temporary ap- 
pointment as guards during the fire 
season, and parties of men for fight- 
ing large fires.

Washington, D, O,—In a request to 
the people of the United States to gen-

Cross Roll Call the following message 
was dictated by President AVIlson be- 
fore bis present Illness: 


As president of the United States 
and as president of the American lied 
Cross I recommend and urge a gen- 
erous response to the Third lied Cross ^ 
Roll Call, which opens on November 
the second with the observance of Red 
Cross Sunday and appropriately closes 
on November tho eleventh, the fir&t 
anniversary of the signing of the ar- 
mistice.

Twenty million adults joined

Red Cross during the war, prompted 
by a patriotic desire to render service 
to their country and to the cause for 
which the United States was engaged 
in war. 
Our patriotism should stand 
the test of peace as well as the test of 
war, and it is an intelligently patriotic 
program which the Red Cross pro- 
poses, a continuance of service to our 
soldiers and sailors, who lools to it for 
many things, and a transference*^to the 
problems of peace at home of the ex- 
perience and methods which It ac- 
quired during the war. 


Stress on Membership. 
It 
Is on 
membership 
more 
than 
money contributions that the stress of 
the present campaign is laid, for the 
>'Hed 
Cross 
seeks 
to 
associate 
the 
people in welfare work throughout the 
land, especially in those communities 
where neither 
oiilcial nor unoiBcial 
provision has been made for adequate 
public health and social service. 


It Is in the spirit of democracy that 
tlie people should undertake their own 
welfare activities, aud the National 
Red Cross wisely intends to exert upon 
community action a stimulating and 
co-oi'dinatlng inlluence and to place 
the energies of the organization be- 
hind all sound public health and wel- 
fare agencies. 


The American Red Cross does not 
purpose indefinite prolongation of Its 
relief 
work 
abroad, a policy 
which 
would lay an unjust burden upon our 
own people aud tend to undermine tlie 
self-reliance of th6 peoples relieved, 
but there is a necessary work of com- 
pletion to be performed before the 
American Red Cross can 
honorably 
withdraw from Europe. 
The congress 
of the United States has Imposed upon 
the Red Cross a contiuuinij responsi- 
bility abroad by authorizing the secre- 
tary of war to transfer to the Ameri- 
can Red Cross such surplus army med- 
ical supplies and supplementary and 
»dietary foodstuffs now .In Europe as 
shall not be re'quired by the army, to 
be used by the Red Cross to relieve 
the distress which continues in certain 
countries of Europe as a result of the 
war. 


Program Deserves Support. 


To finance these operations, to con- 
clude work which was begun durirl 
tiie war, and to carry out some com- 
paratively 
inexpensive 
constructive 
plans for assisting peoples in eastern 
Europe to develop their own welfare 
organizations, the American Red Cross 
requires, in addition to membership 
fees, a sum of money small in compar- 
ison with the gifts poured into its 
treasury by our generous people dur- 
ing the war. 


Both the greater enduring domestic 
program and the lesser temporary for- 
eign program of the Red Cross de- 
serve entliusiastic support, and I ven- 
ture to hope that its peace-time mem- 
bership will exceed ratlier than fall 
below its impressive war membership.

ty three yaars a^o. 
At first it was 
scarcely noticed. 
Last year it became 
worse, and this year it has become so 
bad as to become

plague. 
Starting on 'the lop of a mow of stored 
wiieat tho moths literally form a cover 
of moving, enting de.-^tructiveness, that 
eventually will ruin 'the entire crop if 
noi 
discovered 
in time and 
proper 
measures foV it's 
protection 
mado. 
Thr Pennsylvania Department of Ag- 
riculture has issued a large poster in 
colors which giveh the methods for 
i'is control, ife lif" history, and makes 
the ama^iing stat'?mont that the pesi 
h;. destroyed at least a million dollars 
worth of whea't each year. 
To this 
end it recommends the threshing of 
wh'eat as soon after harvest as pos- 
sible, avoiding long stor-age.

BUNGLED BY THE WAR OFFICE 


A>»*plane8 Loaded With Explosives to 
Be Directed by Wireless—Fokker 
Perfected Machine, but War 
Office Spoiled Scheme, 


Anistordara.—M. Fokker, ibe Dutch 
nirplnne expert who worl;od for the 
Germans during the war, slated, In 
an Interview, that he had niucle mil- 
lions of Dinrks out of the Gerujnns, but 
would give half of ihem to prove to 
the world that ho was never anti-ally. 


"I was making airplanes before the 
ivar broke out," lie said, "and when the 
Germans asked mo to make airjilanos 
for thera I could only aicree to do so. 
It was purely a financial matter. 


"Wo are having an airplane exhi- 
bition here in Amsterdam this month 
and I find that all the liJnglish flying 
men who como here are good sports- 
men. Tliey don't nurse any fcrudge 
against mo for making airplanes for 
the Germans, hut the Pren'^hmen— 
they never will forgive me. I fear. 
My machine brought dov;n loo many 
Frenchmen, and they don't like my 
name." 


Germans Had 3,600. 
M. Fokker said ho built 3.GiiO air- 
planes at his factories in Germany 
for the Germans to use in the spring 
drive of 1918, but tlie allies had five 
to one. 
So the German army had to 
iquit 


\"If the war had gone on for sev- 
eral more years how far would the 
airplane Jiave developed ?" M, Fok- 
ker was asked. 


His answer revealed what ho de- 
clared had been a great military se- 
cret. 
"We would have put the artil- 
lery out of commission," ho said, 
"We 
Would have made the big guns as old- 
fashioned as spears. 
It was all the 
fault of the army red tape in Berlin 
that it was not begun sooner. 


"It was like this: 
In 1910 the army 
authorities asked me if T could make 
a very cheap airplane with a very 
cheap engine, capable of flying about 
four hours, which could be steered 
through the air by wireless waves. 


"They intended to load each one of 
these airplanes with an immense bomb 
and send them into the air under the 
control of one flying man who v^^ould 
shepherd thera through the sky by 
wireless like a flock of sheep.

ihrough the air by means of explosives. 
Their idea was to put nil their ex- 
plosive into the shells, and then «love 
the shells to their deslhvitlon by pe- 
trol power. 
They had really lost faith 
in the use of big guns. 


"Of course, each one of those air- 
planes with its engine would be blown 
up when the bomb exploded. 
The 
(Whole tiling w a s not much mnro'ex- 
pensive than firing long-range shells,

"My plans were accepted by the 
aulhorities and then the war oflice 
made their great mistake.

The majority of these occur 
because of defective furnaces and flues, faulty electrfc wiring, careless 
smokers, open lights, thoughtless use of electric appliances, rubbish, care- 
less use of matches, gasoline and kerosene, and other easily avoidable 
causes. 


Therefore the following suggestions are made: 
Make sure your heating plant and appurtenances are in safe condition 
before starting fire for winter. 
Paper flue-stops court disaster. 
Place 
ashes in metal cans, never in wooden receptacles. 


Examine electric wiring for wotn insulation and defects in installa- 
tion. 


Protect open lights with globes. 
Clean up rubbish, especially in basements, attics and back yaxds^ and 
keep clean. . 


Use gasoline, if you must use it, only with greatest care and never 
near a fire. The vapor from one gallon of gasoline has an explosive force 
equal to 83 pounds of dynamite. 


Never fill kerosene lamps while lighted. Never use kerosene to start 


fires. 


/ 


Keep matches in metal boxes and away from children. Never discard 
a match i^until the last spark is out. Place used matches in metal recep- 
tacles. 
Never throw them on the floor or in waste baskets. 


Oil mops and oily rags ignite from spontaneous combustion. 
Keep 
them in closed metal receptacles. 


Never leave an electric iron, or other electric heating device, even for 
a minute, without disconnecting at the socket. 


Careless smokers cause thousands of fires, costing many lives. Cigaret 
butts and cigar stubs should be extinguished before being discarded and 
care should be used in depositiijg pipe ashes. 


Observance of these and other simple precautions will do much to 
reduce our fire Vaste. It is the duty of every person to assume a sense of \ c^ay balls or lumps oi chalk, 
personal responsibility^to prevent nr,es and to be careful at all times and 
in all places under conditions likely to cause fires.

the honey they provide us -with, and ' 
the wasp has virtues which few people 
trouble to recognize. 


Wasps are wise, declares a writer in 
London 
Answers. 
It is 
doubtful 
whether any action in a beehive is 
more sagacious than the action of a 
wasp when he has killed a bluebottle, 
and is faced with the problem of car- 
lying him Iiome. He carefully cuts off 
the legs and wings, leaving the body of 
its victim quite compact. 


Why does he do this? To save weight 
when flying home with the booty? Not 
at all. The wasp knows all about avia- 
tion, and he gets rid of tlie legs and 
wings of the bluebottle to reduce air 
resistance! 


Wasps are strong as well as wise. 
They can carry a weight equaling 40 
bluebottles. They are also more friend- 
ly than, one imagines, rarely stinging 
without good cause.

If this has not been done, 
then oats may be sprouted as has been 
suggested.
